Portland. Me., Sept. 9.—With speak­ 
ing met t n r s that were held in every 
city and village In the state, the Maine* 
campaign concluded. 
Not in many 
years has the stat** witnessed a cam­ 
paign where there has been such an 
abundance of oratory, and certainly 
not in a quarter of a century have the 
Democrats, at least, been assisted in 
the platform by so many of their party 
of national reputation. 
Following the Chicago convention, 
when the Maine delegates refused to 
vote after it was seen that Colonel 
Roosevelt could not be nominated, a 
truce was effected between the regu­ 
lar and progressive Republicans of the 
state whereby it was agreed that the 
two divisions of the party should unite 
on the state, congressional and coun­ 
ty nominees, which were nominated 
at primaries held while the Chicago 
convention was in session. 
From the 
time this truce was effected until now, 
both Progressives and regulars have 
been on tenterhooks lest something 
might occur to cause the magazine to 
be fired. 
Apparently they have suc­ 
ceeded, and so far as surface indic?- 
tiohs go the party will present a un 
ed front to the Democrats. 
The tariff, it was agreed when the 
truce was made, could be discussed 
without danger, as both Bull Moose 
and regulars in Maine are protection­ 
ists. 
Democrats are freely predicting 
pluralities for their state ticket of 
from 10.000 to 20.000. 
The Republican candidate for gov­ 
ernor is William T. Haynes of Water­ 
ville, an attorney and capitalist, who 
has born Hcntifiod with Republican 
politics for more than a quarter of a 
century. 
The Democratic nominee is 
Governor Frederick W. Plaisted of 
Angula, who is the first member of 
that party to hold that office since hi ? 
father was elected in the old Green­ 
back days. 
Second only in interest to the gub­ 
ernatorial canvass is the matter of the 
election of the four members of con­ 
gress. Maine now has two Democratic 
senators, while in the house the dele­ 
gation is evenly divided. To summar­ 
ize, it lo o k s like two and possibly 
three Republican congressmen, with 
the prospect for governor and Toited 
States s< nator apparently very close.

THREE WERE KILLED OUTRIGHT 


Rebels In Nicaragua About 
Ready to Give Up. 


Washington, 
Sept. 
9. — According 
to dispatches just received here by 
the 
state 
department, the 
punish­ 
ment inflicted upon the rebels in Nic­ 
aragua by the government forces of 
the republic during the past few’ days 
has brought tentative peace* proposals 
from General Mena and his party. 
T’;f 
Mcnaistas are proposing to 
make peace independently of the fol­ 
lowers of Vs lava, who have joined with 
Mena in his attempt to seize the pres­ 
idency, looking upon his activity as a 
favorable opportunity to wreak ven­ 
geance upon the anti-Zelaya party. It 
Is belie vc cl that when the Zelayistas 
learn of the proposals pf the Mena fac­ 
tion that they will he highly resent­ 
ful. 
Internal dissension among the 
anti governornt forces is regarded as 
a most probable result if the Menais- 
tas do not loc k out for the interests 
of their allies In 
making offers if 
peace. 
It is not believed here that Presi­ 
dent Diaz will consent to make peace 
with tile rebels. Nothing hut absolute 
submission cf theg revolutionists will 
be accepted by the Nicaraguan gov­ 
ernment. 
Advices received at the state de­ 
partment and at the headquarters of 
the Red Cross here are that the con­ 
ations in the rebel territory are most 
ieplorable. 
It Is stated that when the 
full state, of affairs in Granada, the 
Mena stronghold, becomes known the 
account xvi ll shock the civilized world. 
General Mena has seized all the pro­ 
visions in the city and the rebels in 
his command are living in plenty 
while the populace is starving. 
Peo­ 
ple are literally dying in the streets 
of the city from lack of food, accord­ 
ing to information reaching here. 
Admiral Southerland's men are ex­ 
pected to proceed this week with the 
opening of the railroad from Managua 
to Granada, through the section now 
held by the rebels, as their last strong­ 
hold. 


Instead of Going Up, Flying Machine 
Made Straight For the Crowd, and 
Before the People Realized Their 
Danger, the ’Plane, Going at the 
Rate of Forty Miles an Hour, Had 
Dashed Into the Mass of Humanity. 


Paris, Sept. 9.—Three persons were 
killed and another is dying and four 
were seriously injured in a terrible 
aviation accident at Gray, in the de­ 
partment 
of 
Haute-Saone, 
Sunday. 
This w a s the opening day of the avia­ 
tion meeting at this place, and. being 
S u n d ay , a great crowd flocked into the 
inclosure. 
An aviator named Beard had trou­ 
ble in getting his monoplane to as­ 
cend. 
Finally he thought it was all 
right, but instead of going up, the aer­ 
oplane made straight for the crowd. 
Beard tried desperately to control the 
machine and kept shrieking to the peo­ 
ple to clear the way. The people ex­ 
pected that the machine would rise 
every second and did not move. The 
aeroplane crashed 
into the 
crowed 
while going at a speed of forty miles 
an hour. 
A man, a woman and the 
latter’8 daughter were killed instant­ 
ly. 
Their bodies were terribly muti­ 
lated by the propeller of the aeroplane. 
Another woman Is dying from her in­ 
juries and four persons are in the hos­ 
pital with serious injuries. 
Beard, it 
is thought, lost his nerve, for on see­ 
ing that a crash was inevitable, he 
tried to cut off the ignition, but failed.

Thrilling Tragedy Mars a New York 
Motorcycle Race. 
New York, Sept. 9. — In the pres­ 
ence of 3,"OO persons lined around the 
big quarter-mMe track of the Vails- 
burg stadium motordrome. Sunday af­ 
ternoon. two well-known motorcycle 
stars were killed and four spectators 
are dead and a score were injured, sev­ 
eral seriously, when Eddie Hasha, 
the “Texas Cyclone,” left the track 
going at the rate of ninety miles an 
hour and zipped into the bleachers 
with his engine of death 
Hasha was 
catapulted from his machine and in­ 
stantly killed, and Johnny Albright, 
known as the ‘ Brighton Beach Motor­ 
drome Star,” was so seriously injured 
by colliding with Hasha's wrecked ma­ 
chine that he died from his injuries a 
few’ I ours later. 
All the other dead, 
and the most seriously hurt, were 
spectators in the bleachers, who were 
craning their heads aver the guard 
rails and caught the full force of Ha­ 
sha's motorcycle. 
The track is banked at an angle of 
60 degrees all the way around, be­ 
ginning at the running board. The top 
of the bank is guarded with a plain 
plank upright edge two feet and a half 
high, on the top of which is a screen 
fence supported by posts a short dis­ 
tance apart. 
Opinions differ as to the real cause 
of his mishap, but everybody soon re­ 
alized that Hasha had lost control of 
his machine when the motorcycle shot 
up the steep incline going at the rate 
of fully ninety miles an hour, climbed 
the rail in front of the bleachers, and 
shot along the wire netting. 
There 
was a cry of horror from the bleacher­ 
ie s as Hasha left the track and many 
In the front seats craned their necks 
far out over the guardrail. 
The wheels of the 190-pound ma­ 
chine ran over their necks, and the./ 
fell back into their seats unconscious. 
In an instant everything was in an up­ 
roar, but the heavy motorcycle kept 
on and crashed into one of the elec­ 
tric light supports. 
The impact was 
so terrific that the machine was shat­ 
tered, and the forward part shot into 
the grandstand adjoining the bleach­ 
ers. 
It so happened that Mrs. Hasha, 
wife of the dead motorcycle man, had 
but a short time before left her seat 
in the grandstand and just missed see­ 
ing her husband killed. Several in the 
grand stand were hurt, but only slight­ 
ly. 
These were struck by the front 
wheel of the motorcycle as it shot into 
their midst, or by parts of the machine 
whhlch whizzed in every direction.

MORE TROOPS UNDER 
ORDERS FOR MEXICO 


Situation Moue the Border Is 
Unendurable. 


Washington, Sept. 9.—In Washing­ 
ton there is no longer any attempt be­ 
ing made to conceal the grave and 
critical nature of the Mexican situa­ 
tion as it now confronts the United 
States government. 
The indifference 
of the Mexican government anti its in­ 
ability to cope with the existing situa­ 
tion is what has brought matters to 
the present pass. 
Telegrams to the war and state de­ 
partments Lave brought no indication 
of any material change in the situa­ 
tion. It is

The Ninth will go to 
Douglas, Ariz., where it will spread 
out along the border in that vicinity, 
now the trouble center of the border 
situation. 
The thirteenth will report 
to General Steever at El Paso.

PLAISTED'S SEAT IN DANGER 


First Democratic Governor In Many 


Years Again Is a Candidate, and the 
Indications Are That He Is Going to 
Have a Close Call in Today's Elec- 
tion—Bull Mocse Keeps Out of the 
State Fight. 


Portland, Me., Sept. 9.—With speak- 


ing meetinrs that were held in every 
city and village in the state, the Mainei 
campaign concluded. 
Not in many 


years has the state witnessed a cam- 
paign where there has been such an 
abundance of oratory, and certainly 
not in a quarter of a century have the 
Democrats, at least, been assisted in 
the platform by so many of their party 
of national reputation. 


Following the Chicago convention, 


when the Maine delegates refused to 
vote after it was seen that Colonel 
Roosevelt cquld not he nominated, a 
truce was effected between the regu- 
lar and progressive Republicans of the 
state whereby it was agreed that the 
two divisions of the party should unite 
on the state, congressional and coun- 
ty nominees, which were nominated 
at primaries held while the Chicago 
convention was in session. From the 
time this truce was effected until now, 
both Progressives and regulars have 
been on tenterhooks lest something 
might occur to cause the magazine to 
be fired. Apparently they have suc- 
ceeded, and so far as surface indica- 
tiohs go the party will present a uni 
ed front to the Democrats. 


The tariff, it was agreed when the 


truce was made, could be discussed 
without danger, as both Bull Moose 
and regulars in Maine are protection- 
ists. Democrats are freely predicting 
pluralities for their state ticket oi 
•from 10,000 to 20,000. ' 


The Republican candidate for gov 


ernor is William T. Haynes of Water 
ville. an attorney and capitalist, who 
has been identified with Republican 
politics for more than a quarter of a 
century. The Democratic nominee is 
Governor Frederick W. Plaisted of 
Augusta, who is the first member of 
that party to hold that office since his 
father was elected in the old Green- 
back days. 


Second only in interest to the gub- 


ernatorial canvass is the matter of the 
election of the four members of con- 
gress. Maine now has two Democratic 
senators, while in the house the dele- 
gation is evenly divided. To summar- 
ize, 
it looks like two and possibly 


three Republican congressmen, with 
the prospect for governor and United 
States senator apparently very close.

Rebels In Nicaragua About 


Ready to Give Up. 


Washington, Sept. 
9. — According 


to dispatches just received here by 
the state department, the punish- 
ment inflicted upon the rebels in Nic- 
aragua by the government forces of 
the republic during the past few days 
has brought tentative peacei proposals 
from General Mena and his party. 


The Menaistas are proposing to 


make peace independently of the fol- 
lowers of Zclaya, who have joined with 
Mena in his attempt to seize the pres- 
idency, looking upon his activity as a 
favorable opportunity to wreak ven- 
geance upon the anti-Zelaya party. It 
is believed that, when the Zelayistas 
learn of the proposals of the Mena fac- 
tion that they will be highly resent- 
ful. 
Internal dissension among the 


anti-government forces is regarded as 
a most probable result if the Menais- 
tas do not look out for the interests 
of their allies in 
making offars af 


peace. 


It is not believed here that Presi- 


dent Diaz will consent to make peace 
with the rebels. Nothing but absolute 
submission of the> revolutionists will 
be accepted by the Nicaraguan gov- 
ernment. 


Advices received at the state de- 


partment and at the headquarters of 
the Red Cross here are that the con- 
•Jitions in the rebel territory are most 
deplorable. It is stated that when the 
full state of affairs in Granada, the 
Mena stronghold, becomes known the 
account will shock the civilized world. 
General Mena has seized all the pro- 
visions in the city and the rebels in 
his command are living in plenty 
while the populace is starving. Peo- 
ple are literally dying in the streets 
of the city from lack of food, accord- 
ing to information reaching here. 


Admiral Southerland's men are ex- 


pected to proceed this week with the 
opening of the railroad from Managua 
to Granada, through the section now 
held by the rebels, as their last strong- 
hold. 


THREE WERE KILLED OUTRIGHT 


Instead of Going Up, Flying Machine 


Made Straight For the Crowd, and 
Before the People Realized Their 
Danger, the 'Plane, Going at the 
Rate of Forty Miles an Hour, Had 
Dashed Into the Mass of Humanity. 


Paris, Sept. 9.—Three persons were 


killed and another is dying and four 
were seriously injured in a terrible 
aviation accident at Gray, in the de- 
partment 
of Haute-Saone, Sunday. 


This was the opening day of the avia- 
tion meeting at this place, and, being 
Sunday, a great crowd flocked into the 
Inclosure. 


An aviator named Beard had trou- 


ble in getting his monoplane to as- 
cend. Finally he thought it was all 
right, but instead of going up, the aer- 
oplane made straight for the crowd. 
Beard tried desperately to control the 
machine and kept shrieking to the peo- 
ple to clear the way. The people ex- 
pected that the machine would rise 
every second and did not move. The 
aeroplane crashed into the crowd 
while going at a speed of forty miles 
an hour. 
A man, a woman and the 


latter^ daughter were killed instant- 
ly. Their bodies were terribly muti- 
lated by the propeller of the aeroplane. 
Another woman Is dying from her in- 
juries and four persons are in the hos- 
pital with serious injuries.

is thought, lost his nerve, for on see- 
ing that a crash was inevitable, he 
tried to cut off the ignition, but failed.

Thrilling Tragedy Mars a New York 


Motorcycle Race. 


New York, Sept. 9. — In the pres- 


ence of 3.000 persons lined around the 
big quarter-mHe track of the Vails 
burg stadium motordrome, Sunday af- 
ternoon, two well-known motorcycle 
stars were killed and four spectators 
are dead and a score were injured, sev- 
eral seriously, when Eddie Hasha, 
the "Texas Cyclone," left the track 
going at the rate of ninety miles an 
hour and zipped into the bleachers 
with his engine of death Hasha was 
catapulted from his machine and in- 
stantly killed, and Johnny Albright, 
known as the "Brighton Beach Motor- 
drome Star," was so seriously injured 
by colliding with Hasha's wrecked ma- 
chine that he died from his injuries a 
few hours later. All the other dead, 
and the most seriously hurt, were 
spectators in the bleachers, who were 
craning their heads ever the guard 
rails and caught the full force of Ha- 
sha's motorcycle. 


The track is banked at an angle of 


60 degrees all the way around, be- 
ginning at the running board. The top 
o£ the bank is guarded with a plain 
plank upright edge two feet and a hal 
high, on the top of which is a screen 
fence supported by posts a short dis- 
tance apart. 


Opinions differ as to the real cause 


of his mishap, but everybody soon re- 
alized that Hasha had lost control of 
his machine when the motorcycle shot 
up the steep incline going at the rate 
of fully ninety miles an hour, climbed 
the rail in front of the bleachers, and 
shot along the wire netting. 
There 


was a cry of horror from the bleacher- 
ites as Hasha left the track and many 
in the front seats craned their necks 
far out over the guardrail. 


The wheels of the 190-pouad ma- 


chine ran over their necks, and the> 
fell back into their seats unconscious. 
In an instant everything was in an up- 
roar, but the heavy motorcycle kept 
on' and crashed into one of the elec- 
tric light supports. 
The impact was 


so terrific that the machine was shat- 
tered, and the forward part shot into 
the grandstand adjoining the bleach- 
ers. It so happened that Mrs. Hasha, 
wife of the dead motorcycle man, had 
but a short time before left her seat 
In the grandstand and just missed see- 
ing her husband killed. Several in the 
grand stand were hurt, but only slight- 
ly. These were struck by the front 
wheel of the motorcycle as it shot into 
their midst, or by parts of the machine 
whhich whizzed in every direction. 


Washington, Sept. 9.—In Washing- 


ton there is no longer any attempt be- 
ing made to conceal the grave and 
critical nature of the Mexican situa- 
tion as it now confronts the United 
States government.

It is believed here, however, that 
the rebels will take advantage of the 
interval which must necessarily elapse 
before more American troops can 
reach the border to further harass 
Americans en this side of the bundary. 
General Salazar, the chief offender in 
this direction, is known to have given 
orders directing the despoliation of all 
American property upon which rebel 
hands can be laid. 


In accordance with orders issued 


here by General Wood, the Ninth and 
Thirteenth regiments of United States 
cavalry will proceed to the border as 
soon as they can pack up and get on 
board trains. The Ninth will go to 
Douglas, Ariz., where it will spread 
out along the border in that vicinity, 
now the trouble center of the border 
situation. The thirteenth will report 
to General Steever at El Paso.

ter, Not Later Than Oct. I. 


MUST MARK ADVERTISEMENTS 


Religious and Fraternal Publication 


Exempt From Provision of Act 


—Fine is $50 to $500. 


Washington, September 9.—Under 


the provision of legislation originally 
proposed by Representative Barnhart 
of Indiana and inserted in the post- 
office appropriation bill, every news- 
paper, magazine and other periodi- 
cal in the country, with the exception 
of religious, fraternal and scientific ' 
publication, must file with the post- ' 
master general not later than Octo- ! 
ber 1, and every six months thereaf- 
ter, a statement covering the names 
of its owner or owners and publish- 
er, and such statement must be pub- 
lished in the newspaper or periodi- 
cal rendering it in the second issue 
after the date of filing. 


The provision is not as comprehen- 


sive as when originally proposed by 
Representative Barnhart, but is still 
so sweeping in its character that it is 
certain to arouse considerable oppo- 
sition when its full effect is under- 
stood. 


It not only requires statements of 


circulation to be filed with the Post- 
office Department, along with state- 
ments of ownership, but it is specifi- 
cally made impossible to print any 
paid matter, or matter for which any 
consideration is promised, without 
printing the word "Advertisement" to 
identify it from other reading matter.' 


The provision in full is as follows: 
"That it shall be the duty of the I 


editor, publisher,- business manager 
or owners of eve.ry newspaper, maga- 
zine, periodical, or other publication, 
to file with the postmaster general 
and the postmaster at the ofiice at 
which said publication is entered, not 
later than the first day of April and 
the first day of October of each year, 
on Wanks furnished by the Postoffice 
Department, a sworn statement set- 
ting forth the names and postoffiee 
addresses of the editor and managing 
editor, publisher, business manager 
and owners, and in addition 
the 


stockholders, if the publication 
be 


owned by a corporation, and also the 
names of known bondholders, mort- 
gages, or other security holders, and 
also, iu the case of daily newspapers, 
there shall be included in such state- 
ments the average number of copies 
of each issue of such publication 
sold or distributed to paid subscrib- 
ers during the preceding six mouths. 


"Provided, that the provisions ofi 


this paragraph shall not apply to re- 
ligious, fraternal, temperance and 
scientific, or other similar 
publica- 


tions. 


"Provided, further, that it shall 


not be necessary to include in such 
statement the names of persons own- 
ing less than 1 per centum of the to- 
tal amount of stocks, bonds, mort- 
gages or other securities. 


"A copy of such sworn statement 


shall be published in the second issue 
of such newspaper, magazine or oth- 
er publication printed next after the 
filing of such statement. Any such 
publication shall be denied the privi- 
leges of the mail if it shall fail to 
comply with the provisions of this 
paragraph within ten days after no- 
tice by registered letter of such fail- 
ure. 


"That all editorial or other read- 


ing matter published in any such 
newspaper, magazine of periodical 
for the publication of which money 
or other valuable 
consideration 
is 


paid, accepted or promised, shall be 
plainly marked 'advertisement.' Any 
editor or publisher printing editorial 
or other reading matter for 
which 


compensation is paid, accepted or 
promised, without 
so marking the 


fame shall upon conviction in any 
court having jurisdiction be fined not 


less than $50 nor more than $500." 


The copies of the statement to be 


filed with' the Postoffiee Department 
and the local postmaster are to be 
open to inspection at any time.
